REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  9475] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
amend  the  tobacco  marketing  quota  provisions  of 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  having  con- 
sidered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  with  amendments  and 
recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  amendments  are  as  follows; 

Page  1,  line  8,  strike  out  the  semicolon  followmg  the  word  “tobacco”. 

Page  2,  line  2,  strike  out  the  period  following  the  word  “tobacco” 
and  insert  a  period  after  the  question  mark. 

CHANGE  IN  DATE  OP  TOBACCO  QUOTA  ANNOUNCEMENT 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  change  the  statutory  deadline  for  the 
announcement  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  tobacco  marketing 
quotas  with  respect  to  all  kinds  of  tobacco  except  flue-cured. 

The  present  requirement  of  law  is  that  the  Secretary  must  make  the 
announcement  of  tobacco  marketing  quotas  “not  later  than  Decem¬ 
ber  1”  of  the  year  preceding  the  year  for  which  such  quotas  are  estab¬ 
lished. 

On  December  1  most  lands  of  tobacco  have  not  yet  been  marketed. 
Therefore,  instead  of  the  accurate  measurement  of  the  quantity  of 
tobacco  produced  during  the  current  year  which  the  Secretary 'will 
have  as  soon  as  the  current  crop  has  passed  thi-ough  the  markets,  he 
has  on  December  1  only  the  estimates  made  as  of  November  1  by  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

In  a  number  of  recent  years  these  estimates  have  varied  sufficiently 
from  the  actual  outtmai  of  the  crop,  as  disclosed  when  it  was  weighed 
tlu’ough  the  markets,  to  have  created  a  situation  where  the  marketing 
quota  announced  by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis  of  the  estimates  was 
71006 
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substantially  different  from  the  quota  he  would  have  determined  and 
announced  had  the  actual  weight  of  the  crop  been  known  to  him  at 
the  time  the  quota  calculations  were  matle. 

Department  officials  working  with  the  tobacco  program  say  that  a 
delay  of  up  to  as  late  as  February  1  will  not  unduly  handicap  farmers 
and  that  if  the  quota  announcement  is  delayed  until  the  markets  have 
closed  and  he  amount  of  tobacco  is  known  (which  is  generally  well 
before  February  1),  the  quota  determination  can  be  made  with  far 
greater  accuracy. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  language  of  the  amendment  is  permissive. 
It  does  not  require  the  Secretary  to  wait  until  February  1.  He  may 
make  the  announcement  at  any  time  prior  to  February  1,  and  it  is 
presumed  that  he  will  take  advantage  of  this  provision  and  make  the 
announcement  with  respect  to  the  various  types  of  tobacco  at  such 
time  as  he  feels  sufficient  production  and  other  data  are  available  to 
him. 

Representatives  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  appeared  at  the 
hearing  in  full  support  of  the  bill.

(3)  that  amendments  have  been  made  in  provisions  for  estab¬ 
lishing  farm  acreage  allotments  which  will  cause  material  revision 
of  such  allotments  before  the  end  of  the  period  for  which  quotas 
are  in  effect;  or 

(4)  that  a  marketing  quota  previously  proclaimed  for  such 
marketing  year  is  not  in  effect  because  of  disapproval  by  pro¬ 
ducers  in  a  referendum  held  pursuant  to  subsection  (c) :  Provided, 
That  if  such  producers  have  disapproved  national  marketing 
quotas  in  referenda  held  in  three  successive  years  subsequent 
to  1952,  thereafter  a  national  marketing  quota  shall  not  be  pro¬ 
claimed  hereunder  which  would  be  in  effect  for  any  marketing 
year  within  the  thi’ee-year  period  for  which  national  marketing 
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quotas  previously  proclaimed  were  disapproved  by  producres 
in  a  referendum,  unless  prior  to  November  10  of  the  marketing 
year  one-foui-th  or  more  of  the  farmers  engaged  in  the  production 
of  the  crop  of  tobacco  harvested  in  the  calendar  year  in  which 
such  marketing  year  begins  petition  the  Secretary,  in  accordance

marketings  in  adjusting  the  total  supply  to  the  reserve  supply  level. 

(c)  Within  thirty  days  after  the  proclamation  of  national  market- 
ing  quotas  under  subsection  (a),  the  Secretary  shall  conduct  a  refer¬ 
endum  of  farmers  engaged  in  the  production  of  the  crop  of  tobacco 
harvested  immediately  prior  to  the  holding  of  the  referendum  to 
determine  whether  such  farmers  are  in  favor  of  or  opposed  to  such 
quotas  for  the  next  three  succeeding  marketing  years.  If  more  than 
one-third  of  the  farmers  voting  oppose  the  national  marketing  quotas, 
such  results  shall  be  proclaimed  by  the  Secretary  and  the  national 
marketing  quotas  so  proclaimed  shall  not  be  in  effect  but  such  results 
shall  in  nowise  affect  or  limit  the  subsequent  proclamation  and  sub¬ 
mission  to  a  referendum,  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  of  a 
national  marketing  quota.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUBCOMMITTEE  ON  TOBACCO  ACREAGE 
ALLOTMENTS  ON  S.  3261 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Tobacco  has  met  and  considered 
S.  3261,  a  bill  to  amend  the  tobacco  marketing  quota  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended 
and  recommends  that  the  bill  be  approved  by  the  full  com- 
miUee  and  reported  favorably  to  the  Senate  floor  for  action. 

The  bill  extends  the  final  date  for  determining  and  an¬ 
nouncing  the  amount  of  the  national  marketing  quota  for 
each  kind  of  tobacco,  except  flue-cured  tobacco,  from  Novem¬ 
ber  30  to  January  31  in  any  marketing  year. 

Currently  burley  tobacco  starts  moving  to  the  markets  in 
early  November,  depending  upon  the  type  of  curing  season 
experienced,  and  sales  commence  the  last  week  in  November 
and  extend  to  February,  the  bulk  of  the  crop  usually  being 
marketed  by  the  middle  of  January.  Under  these  conditions, 
it  is  quite  difficult  for  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  con- 
71  ooo 
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sistently  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  size  of  the 
crop.  For  example,  the  national  marketing  quota  for  hurley 
tobacco  for  the  1955-56  marketing  year  was  announced  on 
November  26,  1954.  In  determining  the  quota,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  estimated  the  1954  crop  to  be  582  million  pounds. 
Following  the  close  of  the  marketing  season,  the  records 
showed  that  667  million  pounds  were  actually  harvested  and 
marketed. 

The  1956-57  hurley  national  marketing  quota  was  an¬ 
nounced  on  November  30,  1955.  In  determining  this  quota, 
the  Secretary  estimated  the  1955  crop  to  be  520  million 
pounds.  On  the  basis  of  marketings,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  now  reports  that  the  crop  amounted  to  ap¬ 
proximately  472  million  pounds. 

In  both  of  the  foregoing  cases,  the  Congress  was  required 
to  enact  special  legislation  to  correct  the  conditions  brought 
about  by  these  inaccurate  estimates,  in  the  former  example 
to  provide  a  basis  for  a  further  reduction  in  the  marketing 
quota,  and  in  the  latter  basis  to  restore  an  unnecessary 
reduction. 

Yom’  subcommittee  believes  that  by  moving  this  date 
forward  2  months,  a  more  accurate  forecast  of  the  crop  can 
be  achieved,  and  that  the  formula  for  computing  the  national 
marketing  quota  can  be  placed  on  a  sounder  basis.  While 
the  primary  piupose  of  the  amendment  is  directed  toward 
hurley  tobacco,  it  will  also  serve  to  provide  more  accuracy 
in  determining  the  marketing  quotas  for  other  types 
tobacco,  except  flue-cured. 

On  April  3,  Mr.  True  D.  Morse,  Acting  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  informed  the  committee  that  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  recommended  that  the  bill  be  passed.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of 
February  24,  1956,  for  a  report  on  S.  3261,  a  bill  to  amend  the  tobacco¬ 
marketing  quota  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of 
1938,  as  amended. 

This  Department  recommends  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

The  bill  extends  the  final  date  for  determining  and  announcing  the 
amount  of  the  national  marketing  quota  for  each  kind  of  tobacco, 
except  flue-ciu’ed  tobacco,  from  November  30  to  January  31. 
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The  national  marketmg  quota  for  burlej'-  tobacco  for  the  1955-56 
marketing  year  was  announced  on  November  26,  1954.  At  that  time 
the  1954  crop  was  estimated  to  be  582  million  pounds.  Production 
of  burley  tobacco  in  1954  turned  out  to  be  667  million  pounds.  In 
view  of  this,  the  Congress  enacted  legislation  (Public  Law  21,  approved 
March  31,  1955)  directing  the  Secretary  to  redetermine  the  1955-56 
quota  and  State  and  farm  acreage  allotments.  The  redetermined 
quota  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  25  percent  in  farm-acreage  allotments 
not  protected  by  minimum  provisions.  When  the  1956-57  burley 
quota  was  announced  on  November  30,  1955,  the  1955  crop  was 
estimated  to  be  520  million  pounds.  On  the  basis  of  marketings,  it 
now  appears  that  the  1955  crop  was  about  472  million  pounds.  As 
a  result  of  this,  the  Congress  enacted  Public  Law  425,  approved 
March  2,  1956,  restoring  the  further  reduction  made  in  burley  farm- 
acreage  allotments  for  1956.  More  reliable  data  for  determining  the 
amount  of  the  quota  is  available  in  January  than  m  November. 

The  enactment  of  S.  3261  will  not  require  the  expenditure  of  any 
additional  administrative  or  CCC  capital  funds. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

(4)  that  a  marketing  quota  previously  proclaimed  for  such 
marketing  year  is  not  in  effect  because  of  disapproval  by  pro¬ 
ducers  in  a  referendum  held  pursuant  to  subsection  (c) :  Provided, 
That  if  such  producers  have  disapproved  national  marketing 
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quotas  in  referenda  held  in  three  successive  years  subsequent 
to  1952,  thereafter  a  national  marketing  quota  shall  not  be  pro¬ 
claimed  hereunder  which  would  be  in  effect  for  any  marketing 
year  mthin  the  three-j^ear  period  for  which  national  marketing 
quotas  previously  proclaimed  were  disapproved  by  producers 
in  a  referendum,  unless  prior  to  November  10  of  the  marketing 
year  one-fourth  or  more  of  the  farmers  engaged  in  the  production 
of  the  crop  of  tobacco  harvested  in  the  calendar  year  in  which 
such  marketing  year  begms  petition  the  Secretary,  in  accordance 
with  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  to  proclaim  a  national 
marketmg  quota  for  each  of  the  next  three  succeeding  marketing 
years.

Mr.  ELLENDER.  President,  may

Mr.  MORSE,  it  m^ns  is  that  if 
the  lands  are  nojr  used  forN^e  purposes 
for  which  the^ are  held,  tn^  will  re¬ 
vert  to  the  United  States.  I  s^  no  rea¬ 
son  why  w^^hould  limit  the  P^ersion 
to  a  period^f  25  years  from  the  «^te  of 
conveyan^  as  the  period  of  time\^ith- 
in  whicj!!  the  lands  may  not  be  use^for 
other y^rposes.  Let  Congress  decide 
yeans  from  now  what  disposition  it  m^ 
whm  to  make  of  the  lands,  if  it  is  de-'' 
sjred  to  use  them  for  purposes  other  than 
lose  set  forth  in  the  conveyance. 

I  have  no  objection  to  the  conveyance,; 
but  I  believe  that  the  reverter  should  be 
general,  and  should  not  give  the  Ter-; 
ritory  of  Alaska  the  right  to  hold  the 
lands  for  25  years  for  a  certain  purpose, 
and  then  cease  to  use  them  for  that 
purpose,  without  the  lands  reverting  to 
the  United.  States  after  a  period  of  25 
years. 

Ml’.  ELLENDER.  As  I  understand,  the 
purpose  of  the  amendment  is  that  if  the 
Territory  of  Alaska  does  not  use  the  land 
for  the  purposes  intended,  even  after  the 
period  of  25  years,  the  land  will  revert  to 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  MORSE.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  ELLENDER,  I  have  no  objection 
to  the  amendment.  _

This  tr^ft,  the  Baranof 
Castle  site,  was  the  scene  in ^67  of  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  Alaska  from  Russia  tythe  United  States 
and  is  desired  by  the  Tottitory  to  be  devel¬ 
oped  as  an  historic  afte.  The  tract  was 
“transferred”  to  the  ct^  of  Sitka  in  1932  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  conditloja  that  if  It  should  ever 
be  transferred,  or  ifsed  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses,  title  woul^evert  to  the  United  States. 
The  city  of  Sitk^ wishes  to  transfer  its  inter¬ 
est  to  the  Territory,  but  there  is  some 
doubt  as  ^  the  nature  of  the  inter¬ 
est  held  b^ahe  city  and  whether  title  would 
revert  to^he  United  States  if  the  city  at- 
tempteA^o  transfer  the  tract  to  the  Terri¬ 
tory.  JThis  bill  would  clear  up  these  ques- 
tionyby  transferring  the  interest  of  the 
Un^d  States  to  the  Territory,  subject  to 
r^^rsion  to  the  United  States  if  the  Territory 
lould  attempt  to  transfer  the  tract. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The  bill 
is  open  to  further  amendment.  If  there 
be  no  further  amendment  to  be  proposed, 
the  question  is  on  the  engrossment  and 
third  reading  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
for  a  third  reading ;  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed,  as  follows:

TOBACCO  MARKETING  QUOTA

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  sectloq  312  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as 
amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  1312),  is  amended  (a) 
by  inserting  in  subsection  (a)  immediately 
following  the  words  "December  1  of  any 
•marketing  year”  the  language  “with  respect 
to  Hue-cured  tobacco,  and  February  1  of  any 
marketing  year  with  respect  to  other  kinds 
of  tobacco”  and  (b)  by  striking  out  in  sub¬ 
section  (b)  the  words  “prior  to  the  first  day 
of  December”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  language  "not  later  than  the  first  day 
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of  December  with  respect  to  flue-cured  to¬ 
bacco  and  not  later  than  the  first  day  of 
February  with  respect  to  other  kinds  of 
tobacco". 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
for  a  third  reading,  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed. 

Mr.  ELLENDER  subsequently  said: 
Mr.  President,  in  connection  with  Calen¬ 
dar  No.  2174,  Senate  bill  3261,  which  the 
Senate  passed  a  few  moments  ago,  I  had 
overlooked  the  fact  that  a  House  bill  in 
the  same  language  was  under  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee  on  Agriculture 
and  Forestry.

Mr.  President,  this 
bill  would  extend  the  time  for  announc¬ 
ing  marketing  quotas  for  tobacco,  except 
flue-cured  tobacco,  from  November  30  to 
January  31.  The  bulk  of  the  tobacco 
crop  each  year  is  marketed  by  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  January  so  that  much  better  in¬ 
formation  as  to  the  size  of  the  crop  is 
available  by  the  end  of.  January  than 
in  November,  which  is  the  month  when 
the  tobacco  begins  moving  to  market. 
The  marketing  quota  for  the  next  crop 
can  therefore  be  much  more  accurately 
determined  in  January.  Inability  to  de¬ 
termine  the  proper  quota  in  November 
made  it  necessary  for  Congress  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  revision  of  the  1955  and  1956 
quotas  for  burley  tobacco  after  they  had 
been  announced.  Passage  of  this  bill,  it 
is  hoped,  will  avoid  the  need  for  such 
legislation  by  Congress  in  future  years

Be  it  enacted  by' the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Umted  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  section  312 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C. 
■'312),  is  amended  (a)  by  inserting  in  subsection  (a)  immediately 
jllowing  the  words  “December  1  of  any  marketing  year”  the  lan¬ 
guage  “with  respect  to  fltle-cured  tobacco,  and  February  1  of  any 
marketing  year  with  respect  to  other  kinds  of  tobacco”  and  (b)  by 
striking  out  in  subsection  (b)  the  words  “prior  to  the  first  day  of  De¬ 
cember”  and  inserting  iir  lieu  thereof  the  language  “not  later  than 
the  first  day  of  December  with  respect  to  flue-cured  tobacco  and  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  February  with  respect  to  other  kinds  of 
tobacco”.
